Making  Changes  One  Stride  at

On  October  23,  students  and 
community  members  participated 
in  the  American  Cancer  Society’s 
“Making  Strides  Against  Breast 
Cancer”  5K  walk  to  raise  money 
and  awareness. 

225  people  walked  in  the 
event,  including  fifteen  breast 
cancer  survivors.  Through  the 
event  $6,000  was  raised  for 
the  American  Cancer  Society, 
including  $700  from  the  sale  of 
566  “honor”  cards  to  faculty, 
students,  and  staff. 

Director  of  Continuing  and 
Summer  Programs  Mr.  Mark 
Brouwer  said,  “[The  walk]  was  a 
great  success  for  our  first  time.” 

The  schedule  for  the  event 
included  a  welcome  with  survivor 
speeches,  an  invocation  by  Father 


Tim  McFarland,  and  the  walk 
itself.  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
housekeepers  and  breast  cancer 
survivors  Carolyn  Lucente  and 
Teena  Farmer  both  gave  speeches. 

“They  are  both  extremely 
strong,  caring,  and  passionate 
women.  Truly  inspiring,”  said 
Brouwer. 

The  idea  for  organizing 
the  walk  came  from  a  walk 
committee  from  Rensselaer 
that  contacted  the  Office  of 
Institutional  Advancement 
and  Marketing  about  planning 
the  event.  After  talking  with 
Administrative  staff,  the  planning 
began. 

“The  decision  was  made  to 
have  the  walk  on  campus  in  an 
effort  to  show  our  support  of  the 
American  Cancer  Society  and  all 
cancer  survivors,”  said  Brouwer. 


The  Office  of  Institutional 
Advancement  and  Marketing  and 
the  Student  Development  Office 
were  a  major  part  of  the  event, 
and  student  volunteers  helped  as 
well.  Over  seventy  students  from 
the  Cross  Country  and  Track  and 
Field  teams  helped  out. 

Brouwer  said,  “We  could  not 
have  done  the  walk  without  the 
help  of  coaches  Bill  Massoels  and 
Joe  Koczan  and  all  the  athletes 
who  helped  staff  the  event.” 

Junior  Biology/Chemistry 
major  Megan  Davis  helped  work 
the  event. 

“My  aunt  had  breast  cancer, 
and  she’s  a  survivor.  I  felt  like 
giving  back,”  said  Davis.  She 
drove  Breast  Cancer  Survivor 
Sharon  Berenda  around  the  course 
in  a  golf  cart  donated  because  she 
could  not  walk  the  course. 


“It  was  fun.  She  is  a  very 
nice  lady.  It  was  nice  to  see  how 
happy  she  was  after  all  she’s  gone 
through,”  said  Davis. 

Because  of  cold  and  rainy 
weather,  Davis  gave  Berenda 
blankets  and  her  jacket  so  she 
could  finish  the  course. 

“[I]  would  have  had  to  cut 
it  short  without  the  girls  and  the 
blankets,”  said  Berenda.  She  also 
expressed  hope  that  the  event 
would  continue  next  year. 

While  many  students  helped 
work  the  event,  others  decided 
to  participate  in  the  walk  itself. 
Sophomore  Biology  major 
Kelsey  Reynolds  walked  with 
four  of  her  friends. 

“A  lot  of  people  do  not  know 
how  many  women  are  affected 
by  breast  cancer.  [I  wanted  to] 
make  it  more  apparent  so  more

people  will  help  and  donate  for 
the  cause,”  said  Reynolds. 

Reynolds  remembered  the 
large  number  of  people  at  the 
event. 

“Toward  the  end,  1  turned  a 
comer  and  saw  a  large  group  of 
people  and  realized  how  many 
were  excited  to  do  it.” 

Brouwer  hopes  to  be  able 
to  continue  the  walk  here.  He 
said,  “If  students  and  staff  are 
interested  in  keeping  this  event  on 
campus,  please  feel  free  to  contact 
me  at  mbrouwer@saintjoe.edu 
and  show  your  support.” 

Although  Breast  Cancer 
Awareness  Month  is  over, 
students  can  continue  to  support 
research  to  help  cancer  patients 
year  round  and  support  events  like 
this.

This  is  Terrible  Things  in  a 
nutshell.  Former  Taking  Back 
Sunday  guitarist  and  songwriter 
Fred  Mascherino  (who  was, 
himself,  stepping  in  for  John 
Nolan  after  the  band’s  first 
album),  whose  presence  helped 
to  introduce  the  band  to  more 
mainstream  success,  left  the  group 
under  questionable  circumstances. 
After  flirting  with  a  lackluster 
solo  career  under  the  guise  of  The 
Color  Fred,  he  meets  up  with  two 
other  Warped  Tour  scene  darlings 
and  creates  the  equivalent  of  a 
pop-punk  supergroup,  whose  first 
effort  is  this  self-titled  release. 
Flanked  by  Andy  Jackson,  once 
frontman  of  the  criminally 
underrated  Hot  Rod  Circuit,  and 
ex-Coheed  and  Cambria  drummer 
Josh  Eppard,  Mascherino  gives 
us  the  most  solid  release  in  his 
discography  since  Taking  Back 
Sunday’s  third  album  from  2006. 


It’s  Still  Pretty  Good) 

The  songs  on  this  record  are  up  by  great  arrangements  and 


made  up  of  a  very  simply  for¬ 
mula.  They  all  follow  a  standard 
pop-rock  format  for  the  most 
part,  with  some  slight  variations 
but  certainly  nothing  that  really 
pushes  the  envelope.  Fortunately 
for  Terrible  Things,  the  band 
has  the  advantage  of  having  two 
tremendously  talented  songwrit¬ 
ers  in  Mascherino  and  Jackson 
creating  their  material.  The  first 
actual  song,  “Revolution,”  sets 
the  tone  for  the  rest  of  the  album 
with  its  hard-hitting  chorus,  dual 
vocals,  and  solid  bridge  (which 
sounds  very  similar  to  the  bridge 
in  Taking  Back  Sunday’s  “Error: 
Operator”).  Two  of  the  standout 
tracks  on  the  album,  Mascherino’s 
“Lullaby”  (which  was  originally 
written  for  his  first  group.  Break¬ 
ing  Pangea)  and  Jackson’s  “Wrap 
Me  Up”  are  perfect  examples  of 
really  solid  songwriting.  What 
could  easily  become  boring, 
standard  pop-rock  fare  is  spiced 


wonderful  instrumentation,  along 
with  two  very  invested  vocalists. 
Other  songs  on  the  album,  like 
the  acoustic  ballad  “Been  Here 
Before,”  “Up  At  Night,”  and  the 
incredibly  fun  “Conspiracy”  also 
show  off  the  band’s  ability  to 
write  a  very  strong  song. 

And,  ultimately,  that  is  what 
is  most  appealing  about  this 
band  and  this  record.  The  lyrics 
are  nothing  especially  stellar, 
in  fact  at  points  they  come 
across  as  overly  simplistic,  but 
part  of  that  actually  adds  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  record.  There  is 
certainly  nothing  groundbreaking 
happening  in  the  forty  minutes 
this  album  lasts,  but  it  has  to 
say  something  that  I  find  myself 
continually  sitting  down  to  listen 
to  Terrible  Things  over  and 
over  again.  It’s  just  good,  and 
sometimes  it’s  nice  to  listen  to  an 
album  that  is  enjoyable  for  that 
reason  alone.

More  than  likely  if  I  were  to 
tell  you  about  a  film  with  a  cast 
that  included  Morgan  Freeman, 
John  Malkovich,  Bruce  Willis, 
Richard  Dreyfuss,  and  Helen 
Mirren,  you  may  assume  it  was  an 
epic  drama  worthy  of  Academy 
Award  consideration,  and  that  is 
probably  the  point.  Instead,  the 
film  in  question  is  Red,  based  on 
the  DC  Comics  series  of  the  same 
title.  Willis  has  the  starring  role  in 
this  action  comedy  that  provides 
a  couple  of  laughs  and  a  little 
excitement,  even  if  it’s  not  all  that 
good. 

Willis’  character,  Frank 
Moses,  was  one  of  the  CIA’s 
best  agents  but  has  now  retired 
(the  film’s  title  comes  from  an 
ackronym  used  to  describe  Moses 
in  the  film,  “Retired,  Extremely 
Dangerous”),  and  is  trying  to 
get  along  with  the  mundane  of 
everyday  life.  In  his  boredom, 
and  after  living  a  life  intentionally 
void  of  any  emotional  contacts,  he 
continues  to  rip  up  his  severance 
checks  so  that  he  can  have  phone 
conversations  with  a  beautiful 
operator  at  the  government’s 
pension  services  program  named 


Sarah  (played  by  Mary-Louise 
Parker  from  Weeds).  Suddenly, 
however,  he  finds  himself  being 
hunted  by  government  agents 
working  for. .  .the  CIA!  In  charge 
of  tracking  down  Moses  is 
William  Cooper,  played  by  Karl 
Urban  of  Lord  of  the  Rings  fame. 
In  order  to  save  himself,  and 
discover  why  the  CIA  would  want 
to  take  him  out  after  all  of  these 
years,  he  enlists  the  help  of  some 
of  his  old  co-workers  including 
the  sagely  and  terminally  ill  Joe 
(Freeman),  the  crazy  conspiracy 
theorist  Marvin  (Malkovich),  and 
former  assassin  Victoria  (Mirren). 
Predictably,  Sarah  joins  the  team 
for  their  adventure  as  they  travel 
across  the  country  uncovering 
answers  and  doing  some  other 
awesome  stuff. 

The  film’s  biggest  issue  is,  by 
far,  its  lack  of  depth.  Of  course, 
in  an  action  comedy  no  one  is 
expecting  any  intricately  layered 
characters  or  serious  themes,  but 
throughout  the  film  it  seems  to 
become  harder  and  harder  to  care 
about  any  of  the  characters  or 
their  situations.  We’re  not  even 
told  why  Moses  retired  from 
the  CIA  in  the  first  place,  as  his 
actions  in  the  film  clearly  show  he 
wasn’t  “too  old”  to  keep  going  by 


any  means.  The  other  characters 
are  introduced  haphazardly 
and  with  little  bravado.  Only 
Malkovich’s  character  is  even 
worth  remembering,  and  that  is 
only  because  he  exists  purely 
as  comic  relief  and  often  his 
jokes  are  tired  and  uninspired 
(rhyme  not  intended),  eliciting 
little  reaction  from  the  audience, 
and  deservedly  so.  In  fact,  the 
most  sympathetic  character  in 
the  whole  film  isn’t  Moses  nor 
Freeman’s  dying  Joe,  but  Agent 
Cooper,  the  antagonist  for  the 
majority  of  the  movie. 

However,  what  really  makes 
this  movie  a  stinker  is  that  it  is 
totally  unforgettable.  Unlike 
Shoot  'Em  Up,  easily  the  best 
action  comedy  I  have  ever 
seen,  this  film  doesn’t  have  any 
memorable,  over-the-top  action 
moments.  Barring  one  great 
scene  with  Marvin  shooting  at 
a  rocket  with  a  handgun,  I  can 
barely  remember  any  of  the  action 
scenes,  and  I  just  saw  it  last  night. 
In  the  end,  this  film  feels  as  if  it 
were  put  together  quickly,  with 
little  effort  put  into  the  film’s 
action  and  the  actors  coming  off 
as  if  they  are,  at  best,  phoning  in 
their  performances.

Winning  the  conference  and 
earning  another  NCAA  bid  should 
be  on  everyone's  mind,"  he  said 
when  asked  about  expectations 
for  this  year. 

Jordan  also  comments  about 
the  magic  that  the  team  had  last 
year,  “As  exciting  and  magical 
as  last  season's  post  season  run 
was,  that  was  still  last  year.  We 
need  to  focus  hard  and  play  hard 
in  practice.  If  we  can  play  hard, 
smart,  and  together  then  things 
will  take  care  of  themselves  and 
we  can  win  a  lot  of  ball  games.” 
When  asked  about  how  last 
year’s  team  compares  to  this  one, 
Stevens  said  “I  do  not  like  to 
compare  teams  with  past  team's 
because  they  are  different  and  in 
a  different  time.  That  being  said, 
we  still  have  many  familiar  faces 
who  are  experienced  in  GLVC 
play.”  The  freshman  are  also 
expected  to  produce  this  season. 
“They  are  doing  well  for  the  most 
part.  Some  things  will  be  harder 
to  pick  up  on  than  other  things. 
After  all,  we  all  remember  being 
freshman  and  there  is  much  to 
leam;  I  am  confident  they  will 
adapt  well.”  Stevens  said. 

Stevens  is  also  confident  in 


the  team  overall.  “Probably  our 
biggest  strength  would  be  our 
returning  experience.  Michael 
Horton,  Marcus  Jackson,  and  Phil 
Collins  have  been  in  the  system 
for  four  years  and  understand 
what  it  will  take  to  win  this  year. 
Going  along  with  that,  we  have 
quite  a  bit  of  depth.  Our  talent 
level  is  amazing  and  hopefully 
we  will  use  that  to  our  advantage. 
With  this  much  confidence,  the 
Pumas  are  mentally  ready  for 
another  stellar  season.” 

Stevens  concludes  the 
interview  on  another  positive 
note:  “Thank  you  for  supporting 
us  over  the  years  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  your  support 
this  coming  season.”

Girl's  Basketball 
Ranked  4th  for  GLVC

The  head  women's  basketball 
coaches  in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference  have  cast  their  ballots 
for  the  annual  GLVC  Preseason 
Poll  and  identified  Drury, 
Wisconsin-Parkside  and  UIndy  as 
the  favorites  to  claim  divisional 
titles  in  2010-11.  Saint  Joseph's 
College  was  selected  to  finish 
fourth  in  the  North  Division. 

The  upcoming  basketball 
season  marks  the  second  year  the 
GLVC  will  be  divided  into  three 
divisions.  Drury  was  selected 
as  the  favorite  to  win  the  GLVC 
West  Division,  UW-Parkside  has 
been  tabbed  as  the  GLVC  North 
Division  favorite  and  UIndy 
was  voted  as  the  top  team  in  the 
GLVC  East  Division.  All  three 
teams  claimed  the  top  spot  in  their 
respective  divisions  last  season. 

UW-Parkside  received  65  total 
points  in  the  poll  and  collected  13 
first-place  votes  to  top  the  GLVC 
North  Division.  The  Rangers 
are  coming  off  a  23-8  season  in 
which  they  advanced  to  the  NCAA 
Midwest  Regional.  UW-Parkside 
advanced  to  the  championship 
game  of  the  2010  GLVC  Women's 
Basketball  Tournament  and 
finished  the  conference  season 
with  a  13-5  league  mark. 

Lewis  collected  the  two 
remaining  first-place  votes  in  the 
North  Division  and  finished  with 
52  total  points  to  place  second 


in  the  divisional  rankings.  The 
Flyers  were  followed  by  Quincy 
(42),  Saint  Joseph's  (27)  and 
Illinois-Springfield  (14). 

The  Pumas  finished  last 
season  8-20  overall  with  a  6-12 
mark  in  GLVC  play.  SJC  qualified 
for  the  GLVC  Championship 
Tournament,  but  fell  to  the 
University  of  Missouri-St.  Louis 
in  first  round  at  Nicoson  Hall  in 
Indianapolis. 

The  2010-11  GLVC 
schedule  will  begin  on,  Dec. 

2  and  will  culminate  with  the 
2011  GLVC  Women's  Basketball 
Championship  Tournament  that 
will  conclude  at  Maryville's 
Moloney  Arena  on  Mar.  4-6. 

Each  team  will  play  the  teams  in 
its  division  twice  and  each  team 
in  the  other  two  divisions  once 
for  an  1 8-game  slate.  The  top 
three  teams  from  each  division 
and  three  wild  card  teams  will 
advance  to  the  tournament  which 
will  be  held  over  two  weekends. 

The  top  six  teams  will  host 
first-round  games  on  Feb.  27.  The 
teams  will  be  re-seeded  following 
first  round  action  with  the  four 
lower  seeded  teams  competing 
in  the  second  round  on  Mar.  4. 

The  top  two  remaining  seeds 
following  the  first  round  will  earn 
a  bye  into  the  semifinal  round  on 
Mar.  5. 
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Puma  Football  Winning  Streak  Is  Snapped

Only  one  winning  streak 
continued  in  Bolivar,  Missouri 
on  Saturday  afternoon  with 
Southwest  Baptist  University 
pushing  it’s  to  six  games.  The 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  football 
team  started  slow  only  to  fall 
5 1  -43  in  a  shoot-out  at  Plaster 
Stadium. 

The  Bearcats  (7-2)  took 
an  early  lead  by  scoring  on  the 
game’s  opening  possession. 

SBU  then  forced  a  fumble 
on  the  Pumas’  (5-4)  opening 
play  from  scrimmage  that 
resulted  in  a  safety.  After  Kevin 
Quackenbush’s  (Jr.,  Indianapolis, 
Ind./Perry  Meridian)  punt,  SBU 
had  possession  on  their  own  46- 
yard  line.  Four  plays  later  Stephen 
Gachette  connected  on  his  second 
touchdown  pass  in  as  many 
possession  to  take  as  the  Bearcats 
took  a  16-0  lead. 

SJC  stalled  on  the  ensuing 
drive  as  they  could  not  convert 
on  a  fourth  and  eleven  from  the 
SBU  33-yard  line.  However, 

David  Wallace  (Sr.,  Hammond, 
Ind./Morton)  intercepted  Gachette 
three  plays  later  and  scampered 
55  yards  downfield  to  score  the 
Pumas’  first  touchdown  of  the 
game. 

SBU  answered  with  an  eight 
play,  88-yard  drive  to  take  a  23-7 
at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 

Billy  VandeMerkt  (Fr.,  Riverside, 
Ill./Riverside  Brookfield)  then 
found  his  rhythm  in  the  second 
quarter  as  the  Pumas  got  back 
into  the  game  with  a  6 1  -yard 
drive  that  took  over  six  minutes. 
VandeMerkt  found  Zach  Bames 
(Fr.,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind./Snider)  on 
a  10-yard  touchdown  reception  to 
pull  SJC  within  23-14. 

The  SJC  special  teams  forced 
a  Bearcat  fumble  on  the  ensuing 


kick-off  return  giving  the  Pumas 
possession  on  the  SBU  16-yard 
line.  Unfortunately,  Jashon  Banks’ 
(Sr.,  Kankakee,  1 11. /Kankakee) 
fumbled  on  his  attempt  to  score 
as  Chris  Muhammad  picked-up 
the  loose  ball  and  returned  it  one 
hundred  yards  for  the  touchdown. 

Trailing  30-14,  the  Pumas 
continued  to  establish  their 
ground  presence  as  VandeMerkt 
capped  off  a  nine  play  drive  with 
a  five-yard  touchdown  run.  SJC 
rushed  for  56  of  the  68  yards 
on  the  scoring  drive.  The  SJC 
defense  could  not  hold  in  the 
latter  moments  of  the  first  half  as 
SBU  added  another  score  to  in  the 
final  minute  to  take  a  37-21  lead 
into  the  locker  room. 

Banks  recorded  a  28-yard 
touchdown  on  the  opening  drive 
of  the  second  half  only  to  see 
Thaddeus  Everson  answer  later 
in  the  period  with  one  of  his  own. 
SBU  maintained  a  44-28  lead 
into  the  fourth  quarter,  but  SJC 
was  driving  again.  VandeMerkt 
ended  an  11  play,  68-yard  drive 
with  a  four-yard  touchdown  pass 
to  Anthony  Rouba  (Jr.,  Chicago, 
Ill./St.  Laurence)to  start  the 
fourth  frame.  After  the  two-point 
conversion  to  Mack  Ogletree  (Sr., 
Cincinnati,  Ohio/Lockland)  the 
Pumas  cut  the  Bearcat  advantage 
to  44-36. 

Gachette  found  Charles 
Johnson  minutes  later  to  rebuild 
a  1 5  point  cushion  with  just  less 
than  nine  minutes  remaining  in 
the  game.  The  Pumas  continued 
their  relentless  assault  on  the  SBU 
defensive  line  by  marching  down 
the  field  for  another  score.  Banks 
completed  the  50-yard  drive  with 
a  three-yard  touchdown  run. 

The  Bearcats  attempted  to  run 
the  clock  out  with  a  heavy  dose 
of  Everson  rushing  the  ball,  but 
the  SJC  defense  forced  a  punt, 
returning  possession  to  the  Pumas 
on  their  own  46  yard  line.  With 
less  than  two  minutes  remaining 


VandeMerkt  connected  with 
Ogletree  on  an  1 8-yard  reception 
to  start  the  final  drive.  Anthony 
Wiggins,  however,  intercepted 
VandeMerkt  two  plays  later  to  end 
the  game. 

Jashon  Banks  finished 
with  1 1 8  yards  on  20  carries 
and  two  touchdowns.  With  his 
performance  Banks  surpasses 
Jimmy  Allen  '91  for  most 
career  rushing  touchdowns  and 
touchdowns  in  SJC  history. 

He  also  surpassed  3,000  yards 
rushing  in  a  career. 

Billy  VandeMerkt  was  20 
of  26  passing  for  191  yards,  two 
touchdowns,  and  one  interception. 
He  also  rushed  for  a  third 
touchdown.  Mack  Ogletree  made 
11  catches  for  105  yards.  Cody 
Sprayberry  (Fr.,  Oak  Forest,  Ill./ 
Oak  Forest)  recorded  a  career- 
high  and  team-high  1 1  tackles. 

SJC  will  host  Missouri 
Science  and  Technology  in  the 
season  finale  at  Alumni  Stadium. 
Kick-off  is  scheduled  for  12  pm. 
CDT.  Senior  Day  ceremonies  will 
precede  the  game. 


Top  5  Still  Undefeated  In  D

Out  of  the  one  hundred 
twenty  teams  in  the  NCAA 
Division  I  Football  at  week  nine 
during  the  regular  season  only 
five  teams  remain  undefeated, 
which  included  Auburn,  Oregon, 
Boise  State,  TCU,  and  Utah.  Most 
of  these  teams  will  not  face  each 
other  during  the  regular  season. 

This  weekend  TCU  and  Utah 
will  be  facing  each  other  to  keep 
their  top  ten  rankings  and  still 
have  a  chance  for  the  National 
Title.  Many  analysts  from  ESPN 
have  been  saying  that  TCU  is 
going  to  have  the  better  shot 
during  the  game  but  with  so  many 
different  repercussions  that  could 
come  from  this  game  both  teams 
are  going  to  be  playing  their 
hearts  out. 

Utah  had  a  close  call  last 
week  when  they  faced  Air  Force: 
they  got  by  with  a  28-23  victory. 
They  might  have  been  getting 
ready  for  TCU  some  experts  say 
and  some  of  the  coaches  said  that 
as  long  as  they  were  ready  for 
next  week  they  will  be  happy. 
TCU  has  the  best  defense  in  the 


with  only  allowing  8.7  points  per 
game. 

Utah  is  ranked  sixth  with 
allowing  14.1  points  per  game,  so 
the  two  teams  will  be  ranked  are 
also  both  ranked  in  the  top  ten  for 
scoring  per  game.  This  game  will 
be  a  good  match  up  with  having 
such  high  explosive  offense  and 
shut  down  defenses. 

Boise  State  has  been  good  the 
past  few  years  with  one  loss  the 
past  two  years.  They  have  been 
hoping  the  past  few  years  for  the 
shot  at  a  National  Title.  This  year 
they  might  be  able  to  if  Auburn  or 
Oregon  slip  up  before  the  end  of 
the  season. 

Boise  State  has  been  known 
to  have  a  weak  schedule  and 
normally  would  have  but  this 
year  they  play  three  teams  ranked 
in  the  top  twenty-five.  They 
also  are  great  on  both  sides  of 
the  ball  with  their  offense  and 
defense  ranked  second  and  third 
respectfully. 

Also  their  Junior  Quarterback 
Kellen  Moore  is  currently  ranked 
third  for  Heisman  Trophy.  They 
are  also  ranked  eleventh  passing 
yards  in  the  college  ranks.  Oregon 
has  been  running  over  their  entire 


schedule  which  does  seem  to  have 
overall  tougher  then  TCU,  Utah, 
and  Boise  State.  Being  in  the 
PAC-10  means  that  they  will  be 
facing  some  of  the  toughest  teams 
on  the  West  Coast.  They  have  had 
at  least  two  ranked  teams  some  of 
which  have  been  slipping  up  and 
down  from  the  rankings. 

Oregon  also  has  a  Heisman 
Trophy  candidate  in  LaMichael 
James  a  Sophomore  running  back, 
with  most  of  the  yards  coming 
from  him  they  are  ranked  fourth 
in  rush  offense  so  far  this  year. 
They  are  ranked  number  one  for 
points  per  game  with  54.9,  they 
also  have  the  number  one  spot  in 
total. 

The  team  that  seems  to  be 
just  behind  Oregon  in  many  stats 
and  rankings  is  Auburn.  They  are 
in  the  SEC  which  many  experts 
and  fans  believe  to  be  the  best 
conference  in  all  of  College 
Football.  Auburn  does  seem  to  be 
in  the  best  conference  with  some 
of  the  toughest  teams  to  face 
throughout  the  year.  Also  Auburn 
has  been  running  the  ball  well  to 
with  being  second  in  the  College 
level.
